High Dam Plans 


for San Gabriel 
Ready for Board 


Plans are ready for a dam in thn 


San Gabriel canyon to be 425 feet 
high. 2,200 feet long, 407 feet thick 
at base and 30 feet at the top,.ac- 
cording to a statement this week by 
Chief Engineer 
E. C'. Eaton, in 


charge of all flood 'control work for 
the Los Angeles county flood control 
district. 


These plans, which were ordered 


made by the board-of supervisors, 
are to be submitted this week to. the 
consulting board of engineers em- 
ployed by the district, composed of 
D. C. Henry of Seattle, J. B. Lippin- 
cott of Los Angeles and J. W. Rea- 
gan of Long Beach. Up until this 
time no plans for what is commonly 
known as the "high dam" had been 
drawn, it was learned. 


If the board of supervisors carries 


out its present program, the "high 
dam" plans will be adopted after 
approval by the 'consulting board, 
and bids will be _advertised for, al- 
though it is declared that organiza- 
tions of taxpayers in Los Angeles 
and the Los Angeles chamber of 
commerce is still opposed to these 
plans, and have served notice -that 
they will contest their adoption. 


The peremptory writ of mandamus, 


now before the appellate court, or- 
dering the board of supervisors to 
show cause why they should not pro- 
ceed to build the "high dam," is 
held in abeyance until September^!.?, 
through a suggestion of the court 
that the board of supervisors and 
protestarits in the lower San Gabriel 
basin get together in the meantime 
and come to some workable under- 
standing. 


Meanwhile the. flood control dis- 


trict is in a position where it has 
two complete sets of plans and speci- 
fications for the San 'Gabriel dam. 
The so-called "low dan'i" plans call 
for a dam 385 feet high, 2,200 feet 
long, 360 feet thick at base and 30 
feet thick at the top. This is the 
dam that the Los Angeles organiza- 
tions believe is the most economical,

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Is It to Be Hoover?— 


. Editorial comment over the United States, as shown - 


by the Literary Digest, points to Hoover as first choke for 
Republican nominee for president in 1928. Favorite sons 
from a dozen states are put forward, as is the usual method 
in establishing a political clearinghouse, but Hoover looms 
large everywhere. 


This does not mean that he can be easily nominated. 


The best man has not always been selected in the past. 
More nominees have been chosen as the result of comprom- 
ises than from spontaneous choice, and if Hoover is chosen, 
it will only come after a struggle of the titans of politics, 
in the opinion of many editorial commentators. Running 
through the comment from all parts of the country is the 
admission that he would give the country the kind of 
leadership it needs at this time, that of expansion in public 
and private work, and would begin his administration with 
a prestige abroad not possessed by any other American that 
can be named as presidential timber. 


Practical Americans everywhere should get behind 


Hoover. The country needs a leader capable of intelligent- 
ly pushing forward a program of river control, develop- 
ment of public domain, coast-to-coast highways, railroad 
consolidation, merchant marine, cooperative marketing for 
the food raiser. Hoover stands high on the continent, 
where his direction of war relief is remembered;' and where 
his administration of commerce in two cabinets is known 
and appreciated. Hoover is an engineer. He knows little 
about, politics, and if left to his own devices would prob- 
ably be speedily eliminated by the political manipulators. 
' But he could be nominated and elected if the people insist 
on it. He seems peculiarly fitted for this particular era 
when intelligent expansion is needed. He is not of the 
spectacular type, and will not appeal to the superficial. He 
knows little of political trading, but is a genius in organi- 
zation. 
.„ , . , . 
It is declared that the Pacific states will back his nom- 


ination and that the middle west feels his leadership is 
-needed.' It seems like "an excellent opportunity to choose 


a real business leader, one best fitted to build on the confi- 
dence that has been brought about by the Coolidge admin- 
istration. We began this country with a president who was 
an engineer first and a military leader afterward. The 
problems of this country are engineering problems now as 
never before. With Hoover we ha.ve an opportunity to 
over-ride sectional pvefererice and politics of the usual and 
depressing type, and launch a real era of expansion in keep- 
ing with our colossal resources. 


Soldier and Friend-Maker— 
, 


Genial Phil Bodson of South Pasadena will lead the 


California world-war veterans to Paris this ^t'all, and no 
better type of American could have been selected to engen- 
der the'biggest Amount of good will. He is a friend-maker 
by nature, and a diplomat of the most effective kind. 


When Phil Dodson went into the war as a private he 


left a law practice behind him, and forgot the world of 
commercialism until the war was over, just as did many 
thousands of his comrades. His integrity and ability 
brought him a first lieutenancy, and his natural friend- 
making qualities made it inevitable that he should share 
prominently in the organizing of the men for peace when 
the armistice was signed. He began early to frequent the 
councils of the newly-formed American Legion, and for 
all the years since the war has been an executive in this 
organization. At Santa Barbara this year the Legion elect- 
ed him as state commander. 


Phil Dodson has made good in all of his activities, 


while at the same time remaining modest and democratic. 
He resigned as mayor of South Pasadena when that city 
voted to place its trustees on salary, because he wanted to 
continue his activities in the Legion. The Legion prohi- 
bits the election to office of any man in their .organization 
who is holding a paid political office. In the San Gabriel 
valley Dodson has a veritable army of friends, as is the 
case throughout the state. 
The California delegation to 


Paris ought to make an enviable "showing under his guid- 
ance.

The Division of Markets— 


California now has a commission merchant law and a 


new market director, or rather chief of the division of mar- 
kets as the position is now officially known, whose duty it 
is to enforce the provisions of this law and correct some 
of the evils connected with the marketing of farm produce 
prevailing before the existence of this law. 


The office of the chief of the division of markets i;; 


located in Sacramento, as it properly .should be, because it 
is under the jurisdiction of the state department of agri- 
culture. However, the bulk of the regulatory work requir- 
ed under the eoinndssiou merchant's act occurs in the two 
big market centers of the state—Han Francisco _ and Los 
Angeles. Sau Francisco is well provided for in this r'-.spea 
with an assistant inurkct director in the person of Win. W. 
Bedford, but so far no provision has been made to care for 
the enforcement of the law in Southern California where 
probably more farm produce is handled locally than in the 
remainder of the state. Those, having grievances or dis- 
putes to adjust here must, under the present system, take 
their troubles either to the San Francisco office or to Sac- 
raumnlo headquarters. 


While we are opposed to needless or unnecessary ex- 


penditures of public funds, we believe that since we have 
' this new law on the statute hooks, every provision slnmld 


be made to make it of real benefit to tlio.se ir, is (ics-itaic'l 
to ai<l and this certainly culi.s i'or closer contact with the 
division of markets than is possible for our southern farm- 
ers at the present time. We need an assist ant chief of the 
division of markets with headquarters located iu Los An- 
geles.—California Cultivator.
